Dear  Governor  Nutter: 

In  compliance  with  Sections  87-120  and  87-122,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana, 
as  amended,  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  herewith  submits 
its  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1961. 

Statistical  records  of  the  operations  of  the  Commission  reflect  the  employ- 
ment economy  of  the  state,  and  its  highlights  are  summarized  in  a  brief  narra- 
tive review. 

In  many  important  respects,  the  laws  affecting  the  Commission's  program 
were  amended  in  the  legislative  session  of  1961.  Most  of  these  changes  took 
effect  only  during  the  final  three  months  of  the  fiscal  year  reported.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  next  complete  fiscal  year,  it  will  be  possible  to  form  con- 
clusions as  to  any  further  modifications  which  may  appear  expedient.

DECLARATION  OF  STATE  PUBLIC  POLICY 

The  following  statement  of  policy  constitutes  the  introductory  paragraph 
of  the  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Law. 


87-102.  As  a  guide  to  the  interpretation  and  application  of  this  act,  the  public 
policy  of  this  state  is  declared  to  be  as  follows:  Economic  insecurity  due  to 
unemployment  is  a  serious  menace  to  the  health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  this  state.  Involuntary  unemployment  is  therefore  a  subject  of 
general  interest  and  concern  which  requires  appropriate  action  by  the  leg- 
islature to  prevent  its  spread  and  to  lighten  its  burden  which  now  so  often 
falls  with  crushing  force  upon  the  unemployed  worker  and  his  family.  The 
achievement  of  social  security  requires  protection  against  this  greatest  hazard 
of  our  economic  life.  This  can  be  provided  by  encouraging  employers  to  pro- 
vide more  stable  employment  and  by  the  systematic  accumulation  of  funds 
during  periods  of  employment  to  provide  benefits  for  periods  of  unemploy- 
ment, thus  maintaining  purchasing  power  and  limiting  the  serious  social  con- 
sequences of  poor  relief  assistance.  The  legislature,  therefore,  declares  that 
in  its  considered  judgment  the  public  good  and  the  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  this  state  require  the  enactment  of  this  measure  under  the  police 
powers  of  the  state  for  the  compulsory  setting  aside  of  unemployment  reserves 
to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  persons  unemployed  through  no  fault  of  thir  own. 


THE  COMMISSION'S  BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  moved  into  its  new  build- 
ing at  the  corner  of  Roberts  and  Lockey  Streets  in  Helena  on  July  10,  1961.  The 
start  of  the  new  building  began  in  January  1958  when  the  Commission  and  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners  approved  preliminary  planning.  The  1959  Legislature 
voted  its  approval  and  selected  the  building  site.  Governor  J.  Hugo  Aronson 
signed  the  legislation  on  March  7,  1959.  After  twenty-two  months  of  negotiations 
and  work  on  financing  and  design  arrangements,  construction  of  the  new  build- 
ing began  late  in  November  1959.  Twenty  months  of  almost  uninterrupted  con- 
struction brought  the  building  to  full  completion. 

The  building  houses  125  of  the  Commission's  personnel  directly  involved 
in  central  office  operations.  It  contains  the  most  advanced  and  practical  Inter- 
national Business  Machines  equipment,  automatic  machines,  and  filing  systems 
to  permit  economical  and  efficient  operating  procedures. 

The  building  is  financed  100  percent  by  federal  funds.  The  entire  construc- 
tion cost  will  be  liquidated  by  payments  from  the  federal  government  on  a 
rental  amortization  basis  with  the  title  to  the  building  being  held  by  the  state. 
The  amortization  plan  will  run  approximately  20  years. 

In  addition  to  this  new  state  office  building,  there  were  eight  new  state 
owned  local  employment  office  buildings  designed  specifically  for  employment 
service  operations  at  the  end  of  the  1961  fiscal  year.  These  state  owned  offices 
are  located  at  Billings,  Bozeman,  Butte,  Glendive,  Havre,  Kalispell,  Miles  City, 
and  Shelby.  Further  local  office  construction  will  depend  upon  the  availability 
of  funds  for  this  purpose  in  the  future.

EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE  OPERATIONS 


Record  of  employment  service  accomplishments 
during  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report  are 
shown  in  statistical  tabulations,  with  previous  year 
figures  for  purpose  of  comparison.  These  data  in  turn 
are  broken  down  with  respect  to  the  office  areas  from 
which  they  are  derived,  affording  an  index  to  the 
labor  market  conditions  in  each  of  the  principal 
centers  in  this  state.  Statewide  estimates  of  employ- 
ment, broken  down  by  months  and  industries,  also 
furnish  clues  to  labor  market  movements  throughout 
the  year. 


Jobs  Secured  for  69,300  Applicants  .  .  . 

Since  the  end  purpose  of  employment  service  op- 
erations is  placement  of  workers  in  suitable  jobs,  the 
figures  on  job  placement  have  major  economic  sig- 
nificance. A  total  of  69,300  workers  were  placed  in 
jobs  by  local  employment  office  personnel  during 
the  fiscal  year.  The  total  separates  into  33,166  job 
placements  in  fields  of  industry  and  commerce,  and 
36,134  worker  placements  in  a  variety  of  agricultural 
activities.  While  the  job  placement  figure  is  2,881 
fewer  than  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  the  deficit  is 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  completion  of  several 
large  building  projects  during  fiscal  1960.  Job  place- 
ments in  construction  were  2,300  under  the  prior 
fiscal  year.  The  impact  of  the  presence  of  several 
federal  multi-million  dollar  construction  projects  was 
not  felt  until  after  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 
Job  placements  in  other  major  industrial  groups  re- 
mained fairly  close  to  1960  levels. 


eligible  for  unemployment  compensation  benefits. 
About  two-thirds  of  the  labor  force  is  in  insured  em- 
ployment. The  others  are  new  entrants  to  the  labor 
market,  railroad  and  farm  workers,  and  employees 
of  state  and  local  governments. 


Field  Visits  Continue  at  High  Level  .  .  . 

Constructive  visits  to  employers,  both  in  industry 
and  in  agriculture,  numbered  26,805  during  fiscal 
1961,  an  increase  of  3,700  over  the  prior  fiscal  year. 
These  visits  are  made  by  technicians  trained  in  the 
field  of  employment  service  operations  and  are  in- 
tended to  provide  assistance  to  employers  in  the  solu- 
tion of  personnel  problems  and  in  providing  suitably 
qualified  applicants  for  job  openings.  Related  to  the 
employer  visiting  program  are  the  services  of  occu- 
pational counseling,  aptitude  testing,  and  proficiency 
tests  available  at  all  offices  of  the  Montana  State 
Employment  Service. 


All  Types  of  Industry  Benefit  .  .  . 

Employment  service  is  available  to  all  types  and 
categories  of  applicants  and  to  employers  in  virtually 
all  branches  of  industry  and  commerce,  agriculture, 
and  schools  and  colleges  without  regard  to  whether 
the  employer  is  in  covered  or  non-covered  industry. 
The  employment  service  facilities  include  means  for 
securing  specified  skills  or  qualifications  from  distant 
labor  markets  and  referral  of  workers  to  jobs  in  other 
areas  when  the  home  market  lags. 


Over  50,000  Jobseekers  Registered  .  .  . 

The  twenty-two  local  offices  of  the  Montana  State 
Employment  Service  received  and  registered  53,197 
new  applicants  for  work,  2,764  fewer  than  the  past 
year.  Included  were  12,156  veterans,  17,860  women, 
and  4,134  physically  handicapped  applicants.  The 
heaviest  flow  of  applicants  occurred  in  the  midwinter 
months  when  jobs  were  most  difficult  to  obtain.  An- 
other upsurge  occurred  in  May  and  June  as  schools 
were  closing  and  releasing  many  new  workers  for 
the  labor  market. 


Available  Labor  Supply  Averages  Higher  .  .  . 

The  volume  of  work  applicants  at  the  end  of  each 
month,  representing  the  number  of  such  applicants 
actively  seeking  employment  referral  through  the 
service,  has  been  building  up  since  1956.  The  aver- 
age monthly  work  applicant  count  of  the  past  four 
years  is  double  what  it  was  in  1956.  It  is  an  index  to 
the  increased  labor  force  available  in  the  state  since 
the  1957-58  economic  downturn,  and  points  up  the 
fact  the  labor  force  is  growing  faster  than  the  ability 
of  the  economy  to  generate  more  and  new  jobs.  The 
jobseeker  count  includes  all  those  registered  at  local 
employment  offices  of  which  about  40  percent  are 


Employment  Figures  in  Wide  Demand  .  .  . 

Monthly  estimates  on  employment  in  the  state, 
by  major  industry  and  principal  specific  industries, 
are  compiled  by  the  Commission  in  cooperation  with 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  The  standards 
are  such  as  to  make  them  comparable  with  similar 
compilations  from  other  states.  The  estimates  for  the 
1961  fiscal  year  are  published  as  a  part  of  this 
report.  Information  on  labor  supply  and  demand, 
employment  and  unemployment  statistics,  and  other 
labor  market  information  is  widely  sought  by  indus- 
try leaders,  universities,  and  government  and  private 
research  organizations  as  a  basis  for  economic  plan- 
ning and  development. 


Services  to  Special  Applicant  Groups  .  .  . 

The  older  worker,  the  youth,  minority  groups,  ap- 
plicants with  special  job  adjustment  problems,  and 
the  physically  handicapped  receive  counseling,  guid- 
ance, and  job  assistance  through  special  programs 
related  to  employment  service  operations.  Over 
3,200  physically  handicapped  workers  were  placed 
in  gainful  employment  during  fiscal  1961.  Job  coun- 
seling helped  14,450  workers  make  satisfactory  vo- 
cational choices  or  job  adjustments. 


Year  Ends  on  Encouraging  Note  .  .  . 

The  fiscal  year  1961  ended  with  healthy  economic 
trends.  The  state  had  emerged  from  the  1957-58  eco- 
nomic downturn  and  with  the  exception  of  employ- 
ment losses  in  the  metal  mining  industry,  economic 
indicators  pointed  to  favorable  trends  in  most  other 


major  industry  groups.  The  presence  of  several  multi- 
million  dollar  federal  projects  on  the  Montana  scene, 
more  expansion  in  the  lumber  industry,  major  build- 
ing and  highway  projects,  and  the  advent  of  new 
industry  should  build  employment  toward  peak 
levels  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 


WHAT'S  IN  A  NAME 


The  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Com- 
mission would  like  to  have  a  new  name.  For  the 
past  twenty-five  years  the  Commission's  personnel 
have  worked  under  a  banner  with  negative  connota- 
tions. They  feel  that  "Employment  SECURITY  Com- 
mission" would  be  more  appropriate  and  descriptive 
of  the  Commission's  purposes  and  functions. 

The  desire  for  the  change  is  not  a  psychological 
attempt  to  distract  attention  from  the  large  sums 
which  go  annually  to  unemployed  workers.  It  does 
reflect  the  fact  that  the  "Employment  Service"  func- 
tions of  the  Commission  are  considered  of  prime 
importance. 

Everyone  concerned  with  the  problems  of  unem- 
ployment and  its  effects  on  the  economy — commis- 
sion personnel,  critics,  legislators — all  point  to  the 
agency's  employment  service  division  as  the  means 
to  attain  a  healthier  economic  picture. 

The  Employment  Service  division  has  one  prime 
task — to  find  jobs  and  to  get  workers  on  them  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  approaches  its  task  in  a  positive 
way  by  directly  contacting  employers  to  determine 


what  jobs  may  be  available  for  unemployed  work- 
ers. Connected  to  this  main  purpose  is  a  variety  of 
other  employment  service  tools  and  techniques  to 
assist  employers  with  personnel  problems.  These  in- 
clude employment  counseling  and  selective  place- 
ment service,  job  analysis,  occupational  testing,  in- 
dustrial services,  community  participation,  and  labor 
market  information  service. 

An  active  "Hire  Now — When  They  Work,  You 
Profit"  job  finding  campaign  which  began  last  May 
still  continues  to  focus  attention  on  the  employment 
aspects  of  the  Commission.  It  points  to  the  fact  that 
more  than  half  of  the  Commission's  energies  are  de- 
voted to  job  finding  and  other  employment  service 
programs  rather  than  paying  claims  of  unemployed 
workers. 

All  but  two  states  have  rid  themselves  of  the 
Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  nomen- 
clature. Simple  logic  supports  such  action,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  next  legislature  will  look  favorably 
upon  the  idea  of  changing  the  name  of  the  Montana 
agency  to  accentuate  the  positive  aspects  of  its 
programs. 


UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE  ASPECTS 


Administration  .  .  . 

The  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Com- 
mission consists  of  three  members  who  are  appointed 
by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate.  The  members  of  the  Commission  at  the 
end  of  Fiscal  1961  were:

The  Commission  administers  the  Unemployment 
Compensation  Law  of  Montana,  and  may  adopt, 
amend,  or  rescind  rules  and  regulations,  employ 
personnel,  make  expenditures,  require  reports,  make 
investigations,  and  take  such  other  action  as  it 
deems  necessary  or  suitable  to  that  end. 

State  Advisory  Council  .  .  . 

The  State  Advisory  Council  to  the  Unemployment 
Compensation  Commission  is  composed  of  fifteen 
members  appointed  by  the  Commission.  Five  repre- 


sent employees,  five  represent  employers,  and  five 
represent  the  general  public  in  matters  pertaining  to 
the  unemployment  compensation  program. 

The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  encourage  its 
representative  members  to  advise  the  Commission  on 
all  matters  concerning  the  unemployment  insurance 
or  employment  service  programs  in  the  state.  In 
general,  the  functions  of  the  Council  are  to  advise 
the  Commission  in  formulating  policies,  in  obtaining 
public  understanding  of  the  employment  security 
program,  and  insuring  impartiality,  neutrality,  and 
freedom  from  political  influence  in  the  establishment 
and  implementation  of  policies. 

Names  of  current  Advisory  Council  members  are 
listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Changing  Benefit  Provisions  .  .  . 

When  benefits  were  first  payable  under  Mon- 
tana's unemployment  compensation  law,  weekly 
benefits  ranged  from  a  minimum  of  $5.00  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  $15.00  for  a  uniform  duration  period  of   16 
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weeks.  Amendments  to  the  law  were  made  by  the 
legislatures  of  1947,  1949,  1953,  1955,  and  1957.  The 
1957  legislative  session  increased  the  maximum 
weekly  benefit  amount  to  $32.00  and  extended  the 
duration  to  22  weeks.  Only  minor  changes  in  the 
law  were  made  during  the  1959  session  which  did 
not  disturb  the  benefit  schedule  or  duration  set  by 
the  1957  session. 

More  pronounced  changes  came  as  the  result  of 
the  1961  Legislature.  Minimum  weekly  benefits  were 
increased  from  $10.00  to  $15.00.  The  maximum 
weekly  benefit  amount  was  raised  from  $32.00  to 
$34.00.  The  uniform  duration  provision  wherein  each 
claimant  received  the  same  number  of  benefit  weeks 
was  eliminated.  Substituted  in  its  place  was  one  of 
variable  duration  ranging  from  13,  20,  or  26  weeks 
depending  upon  an  applicant's  work  history  and 
earnings.  For  the  most  part,  workers  with  only  one 
,'■  quarter  earnings  are  eliminated  entirely  from  receipt 
of  benefits. 


Some  Trends  Established  .  .  . 

Five  months'  experience  (April-September,  1961) 
under  the  1961  amendments  to  the  law  showed  some 
early  trends  pertaining  to  the  number  of  claimants 
ineligible  because  of  these  provisions.  During  this 
period,  20.8  percent  were  declared  ineligible  because 
of  insufficient  wage  credits.  During  the  same  period 
in  1960,  under  provisions  of  the  1959  law,  only  6.3 
percent  were  ineligible  because  of  insufficient  wage 
credits. 


The  Administrative  Penalty  Provision  .  .  . 

An  administrative  penalty  clause  in  the  1961  Law 
applies  to  those  persons  who  knowingly  and  will- 
ingly file  fraudulent  claims  for  benefits.  The  law  pro- 
vides a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50.00  nor  more  than 
$500.00,  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  three  days 
nor  more  than  30  days  in  the  county  jail.  Unemploy- 
ment benefits  can  be  denied  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months  after  date  of  determination  by  the  Commis- 
sion that  a  fraudulent  claim  was  filed.  Each  false 
statement  of  representation  or  failure  to  disclose  a 
material  fact  when  filing  a  claim  constitutes  a  sepa- 
rate offense. 


Other  1961  Law  Changes: 

•  Reinstates  the  one-week  waiting  period  of  total 
unemployment  following  the  filing  of  an  initial  claim. 
This  week  is  non-compensable,  and  no  payment  can 
be  made  for  it. 

•  Raises  the  maximum  disqualification  from  four 
to  five  weeks  for  leaving  work  without  good  cause 
attributable  to  the  employment. 

•  Raises  the  maximum  disqualification  from  four 
to  nine  weeks  for  discharge  for  misconduct  or  affect- 
ing employment. 


•  Sets  a  disqualification  period  of  twelve  months 
for  gross  misconduct  connected  with  work  or  com- 
mitted on  the  employer's  premises,  as  determined  by 
the  Commission. 

•  Cancels  all  existing  wage  credits  of  a  female 
claimant  who  leaves  her  most  recent  work  to  be 
married.  Such  disqualification  continues  until  addi- 
tional wage  credits  have  been  earned  so  as  to  be 
eligible  for  benefits. 

•  Cancels  all  existing  wage  credits  of  a  female 
claimant  who  leaves  her  most  recent  work  to  change 
her  place  of  residence  in  order  to  remain  with  her 
husband  or  relative.  Such  disqualification  continues 
until  additional  wage  credits  have  been  earned  so 
as  to  be  eligible  for  benefits. 

•  Redefines  wages  for  total  unemployment  to 
allow  $15.00  in  odd  jobs  or  subsidiary  work,  or  both, 
or  for  one  day's  work  not  exceeding  eight  hours, 
whichever  is  greater  during  a  claim  week.  Any  over- 
time immediately  worked  following  such  eight-hour 
shift  is  considered  excess  earnings  and  eliminates 
the  claim  for  eligibility. 

•  Reduces  the  floor  level  of  cash  reserves  in  the 
Unemployment  Compensation  Trust  Fund  from  $28,- 
000,000  to  $20,000,000  for  determining  the  maximum 
tax  rate  for  all  employers  and  reduces  the  ceiling 
level  from  $32,000,000  to  $26,000,000  as  the  point 
from  which  experience  rating  factors  return  in  de- 
termining employers'  tax  rates. 

•  Empowers  the  Commission  to  enter  into  con- 
tractual agreements  with  the  Federal  Government 
authorizing  the  extension  of  unemployment  compen- 
sation benefits  by  federal  law,  if  the  Commission 
deems  it  advisable  to  do  so. 

Trust  Fund  in  Excess  of  $20  Million  .  .  . 

At  the  end  of  the  1961  fiscal  year  the  Unemploy- 
ment Compensation  Trust  Fund  balance  was  $21,- 
776,543.98,  including  employer  tax  contributions,  in- 
terest on  the  Fund,  and  penalty  and  interest  pay- 
ments. Unemployment  compensation  payments 
made  from  the  Trust  Fund  amounted  to  $11,861,088 
during  fiscal  1961,  about  $40,000  more  than  in  fiscal 
1960. 

Employer  Tax  Rates  and  Coverage  .  .  . 

Experience  rating  factors  for  the  calendar  year 
1960  became  inoperative  starting  with  the  second 
quarter  of  1960  when  the  Trust  Fund  balance  fell 
below  $28,000,000.  At  that  time,  the  tax  rate  of  all 
employers  changed  from  an  average  tax  rate  of  1.2 
percent  to  a  uniform  tax  rate  of  2.7  percent.  The  2.7 
percent  tax  rate  remained  in  effect  until  July  1,  1961, 
when  the  experience  rating  sections  of  the  Law  be- 
came operative  under  1961  legislative  amendments. 

An  average  of  16,080  subject  employers  paid  un- 
employment tax  contributions  during  fiscal  1961  on 
the  wages  of  an  average  of  108,921  workers  insured 
under  the  Law. 
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Covered  Wages  Total  Nearly  $480  Million  .  .  . 

Employers  subject  to  the  Montana  Unemployment 
Compensation  Law  paid  $479,816,070  in  wages 
during  fiscal  1961.  Every  major  industrial  group  had 
higher  payrolls  this  fiscal  year  than  last.  The  largest 
gains  from  fiscal  1960  were  recorded  in  mining,  up 
eight  million  dollars,  and  manufacturing  industries, 
up  six  million  dollars.  Taxable  wages  upon  which 
Montana  employers  paid  UCC  taxes  amounted  to 
$322,525,919  since  taxes  are  collected  only  on  the 
first  $3,000.00  in  wages  paid  to  an  insured  worker 
during  the  year. 

Yellowstone  County  employers,  with  $74,985,519, 
paid  the  most  in  covered  wages  during  fiscal  1961. 
Next  in  order  were  Cascade,  $64,507,957;  Silver  Bow, 
$50,773,098;  Missoula,  $36,660,326;  Flathead,  $22,- 
390,654;  and  Lewis  and  Clark,  $19,980,960. 

Unemployment  Compensation  Claim  Programs  .  .  . 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Montana  Unemploy- 
ment Insurance  Program,  the  Commission  adminis- 
ters tata. permanent  federally  financed  programs — 
Unemployment  Compensation  for  Federal  Employees 


and  Unemployment  Compensation  for  Ex-Service- 
men.  Unemployment  compensation  claims  of  these 
latter  two  groups  are  paid  entirely  from  federal 
funis.  Ajiewjedergl  program,  Temporary  Extended 
Unemployment-  Compensation,  became  operative  in 
Montana  on  April  9,  1961.  This  program  is  also  fi- 
nanced entirely  by  federal  funds  and  is  administered 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Montana 
Law.  The  federal  act  provides  that  weekly  benefit 
amounts  will  be  paid  the  same  as  those  initially 
determined  from  qualifying  wages  for  regular  unem- 
ployment insurance,  and  maximum  benefits  one-half 
of  the  initial  award,  not  to  exceed  13  weeks.  The 
federal  government  advances  funds  to  the  Commis- 
sion for  payment  of  these  benefits  and  provides  funds 
for  the  cost  of  administration.  The  authorized  life  of 
the  temporary  federal  unemployment  compensation 
program  is  two  years,  and  it  will  be  financed  by 
four-tenths  of  one  percent  federal  tax  on  payrolls  of 
subject  employers  of  four  or  more  effective  January  1, 
1962.  From  the  start  of  the  program  in  April,  1961,  to 
the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  a  total  of  $412,041  was 
paid  under  this  program  to  claimants  who  exhausted 
their  regular  benefits. 
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Your  Public  Employment  Service 


The  public  employment  service  is  an  organized 
community  facility  available  to  all  workers  and 
employers  whenever,  in  the  public  interest,  a 
needed  and  productive  placement  service  can 
be  provided. 

Public  employment  offices  offer  to  all  workers 
and  employers  the  advantages  of  a  central 
point  in  the  community  at  which  job  seekers 
and  employers  can  have  ready  access  to  the 
largest  and  most  centralized  job  demand  and 
labor  supply  listing  in  the  community.  The  job 
placement  service  provides  for  appraising  and 
classifying  workers'  qualifications  and  employ- 
ers' job  requirements  for  matching  qualified 
workers  with  suitable  job  opportunities,  and  for 
assisting  in  the  effective  administration  of  an 
unemployment  insurance  program. 
This  placement  service  includes  a  variety  of  re- 
lated and  supporting  services  which  provide 
for: 

•  Continuous  assessment  of  the  characteristics 
of  the  shifting  labor  market  and  current  infor- 
mation on  labor  demand  and  supply  needs. 

•  Employment  counseling  and  testing  services 
for  individuals  who  have  difficulty  in  decid- 
ing the  kind  of  work  to  enter  or  change  to,  or 
in  holding  their  chosen  kind  of  work;  and 
testing  individuals  to  provide  employers  with 
capable  workers. 

•  Specialized  attention  to  those  workers  in  the 
community  who  are  given  preference  by  law 
— i.e.,  veterans — or  who  have  employment 
problems  because  of  age,  inexperience,  dis- 
ability, or  race. 

•  Services  to  individual  employers  to  help  them 
to  fully  utilize  the  work  force  and  to  resolve 
problems  of  recruitment,  screening,  training, 
and  turnover,  and  other  staffing  problems  re- 
lated to  the  selection  and  assignment  of  work- 
ers. 

•  Assistance  to  community  groups  working  for 
maximum  and  stable  employment  in  the 
community,  using  such  techniques  as  "area 
skill  surveys"  and  "industrial  development" 
studies. 

These  functions  and  services  have  the  follow- 
ing General  objectives: 

1.  To  aid,  through  an  effective  employment 
service  operation,  in  getting  the  best  possible 
jobs  for  all  job  seekers,  whether  employed  or 
unemployed,  and  the  best  possible  workers  for 
employers. 

2.  To  assist  in  the  improvement  and  full 
utilization  of  all  the  community's  manpower  re- 
sources in  the  development  and  expansion  of 
employment  opportunities,  and  in  achieving 
economic  stabilization  and  growth. 


3.  To  develop  and  issue  information  on  em- 
ployment, unemployment,  and  the  labor  market 
to  meet  the  informational  needs  of  labor,  man- 
agement, and  the  public. 

4.  To  assist  in  meeting  manpower  needs  in 
times  of  disaster  or  defense  emergency. 

The  accomplishment  of  these  General  Objec- 
tives is  attained  through  the  following  specific 
activities: 

1.  Provide  to  workers  and  employers  an  effi- 
cient placement  service  in  all  occupational  cat- 
egories, to  enable — The  worker  to  find  employ- 
ment which  will  use  his  highest  ability,  to  re- 
duce the  length  of  any  period  of  unemployment 
and  consequent  wage  loss,  and  to  reduce  his 
cost  of  jobseeking — The  employer  to  maintain 
or  increase  his  productive  capacity  by  timely 
referral  of  well-qualified  workers  or  trainees;  to 
cut  production  loss  caused  by  manpower  short- 
age; and  to  reduce  recruitment,  hiring,  training, 
and  other  labor  turnover  costs. 

2.  Provide  a  program  of  employment  coun- 
seling and  testing  to  assist  both  workers  and 
employers  in  meeting  their  individual  employ- 
ment needs. 

3.  Provide  specialized  services  for  job  seek- 
ers who  require  particular  attention  and  empha- 
sis to  facilitate  their  employment  on  jobs  for 
which  they  are  qualified,  or  who  are  designated 
by  statute  to  receive  special  job  assistance. 

4.  Utilize  fully  the  available  domestic  farm 
labor  supply  (both  local  and  migratory)  and  de- 
velop recruitment  programs  for  farm  workers. 

5.  Facilitate  the  mobility  of  labor  by  encour- 
aging and  guiding  necessary  shifts  of  workers 
between  geographical  areas  and  across  occu- 
pational and  industrial  lines. 

6.  Use  all  of  the  resources  of  the  public  em- 
ployment service — including  labor  market  in- 
formation, occupational  analysis,  industrial 
services,  and  inter-area  clearance — to  stimulate 
and  support  community  action  to  stabilize  em- 
ployment and  to  develop  expanded  employ- 
ment opportunities. 

7.  Continuously  provide  t  h  e  community, 
State,  and  Nation  with  pertinent  labor  market 
information  relating  to  the  shifting  composition 
of  the  labor  force,  causes  of  unemployment,  and 
projected  employment  prospects  to  assist  in 
ascertaining  types  of  new  and  expanded  in- 
dustries required  to  provide  additional  employ- 
ment and  balance  in  local,  State,  and  national 
economies. 

8.  Develop  and  maintain  an  effective  operat- 
ing mechanism  that  can  be  used  as  a  basis  for 
meeting  manpower  needs  of  the  community, 
State,  and  Nation  in  times  of  disaster  or  defense 
emergencies.

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The  attractive  lobby  of  the  new  Unemployment  Compensation  Building  is  en- 
hanced by  a  6 '  2  foot  high  multi-colored  mosaic  tile  mural  created  and  installed 
by  artist  Robert  C.  Morrison  of  Billings.  It  depicts  a  miner,  a  carpenter,  and  a 
farmer  with  tools  of  their  trade  fronting  a  background  of  the  industrial  symbols 
of  the  State.  The  words  of  Abraham  Lincoln  are  in  bold  relief  and  give  it  title 
and  meaning. 
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
